If fonl ways compel you to waſh your Horſes Legs, then do it with a 
Pail of water at the Stable-door, rather then to endanger him in Pond 
or River ;, and for walking, rather Sit on your Horſes back: to keep 
his ſpirit ſtirring, then to walk him in your Hand, for he will ſoon catch 
Cold that way, the Wind and Air getting between his Saddle and Back. 


Dreſſing upon Travel and Reſt. 
Preſs your Horſe twice a day upou Reſt, and once upon Travel. 
2 Bloodtrg, 
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BE - Blooding, 
Spring and Fall are the beſt times to take Blood from a Horſe, 


Ordering of Hun'ins Horſes, 

While he is at Reſt, let him have all the quietne!s that may be, let him 
have auch Meat, much Litter, much Dreſhng, and Water cver by him, 
and let him ſleep as long as he plealcth, my him to Dung rather ſofc 
then hard, and look that it be well coloured and bright, tor Darkneſs 
ſhews Greaſe, and Rednels inward heating. Let Exercites and Malhes 
of {wecet Mault, after his uſual Scourings ; or let Bread of clean Beans, 
or Peans and Wheat mixt together, be his beſt food, and Peans and Oats 
the moſt ordinary, 


Sir Robert Chernock's Manner of Hunting in Buck-ſcaſor, 

He never takes his Horſe up into the Stable during the Seaſon, but 
Hunts him upon Graſs, only allowing him as many Oats as he can well 
cat. And he approves of thus to be a very good way, by reaſon that if 
there be any Molten Greaſe within him which violent Hunting may raiſe 
up, this going to Grals will purge it out ; He hath Rid his Horte three 
days in a week during the Seaton, and never yet found any hurt, but ra- 
ther good by it, ſo that you turn your Horſe out very cool. 


The Ordering of your Running Horſe, 

Let him have no more Meat then will ſuffice Nature, drink once in 
twenty four houres, and dretiing every day once at Noon only; Let him 
bave moderate Exerciſe Morning and Evening, Ayrings, or the fetching 
of his water, and know no other violence but in his Courſes only. If he 
be very fat, {coure oft ; ir of reatfonable ſtature, ſeldom ; If lean, then 
{coure but with a ſweet Ma'h only ; let him ſtand dark and warm,having 
many Clothes and much Litter, and that Wheat-ſtraw only. Let him 
be empty before youRun,and let his Focd be the fine!t, lighteſt and quick- 
eſt of Digeſtion that may be ; The Sweats are moſt whole!om that are 
given abroad, and the Cooling moſt natural which is given betforc he 
cometh into the Stable. Keep his Limbs with cool Ointments, and ler 
not any hot Spices come into his Body. If he grow dry inwardly,wall”d 
Meats is moſt wholcſom. If he grow looſe, give him Wheat-ſtraw in 
more abundance. And be flurcdo every thing Neat and cleanly about 
bum, which will Nouriſh him the better.

The Rack ouzht ro be 
Placed neither too high nor too low, and fo well-Placed, that the Hay- 
daft fal! not into his Necs, Mane nor Face, The Vanger ought to he of 
an ind:fferent height, made deep, and of one entire Picce, 2s well for 
ſt:ength as convenmency. Let the Floor be Pitched and not Planked,and 
1:t there be no Mud er Lome-wall near it, for he will cat it, whichavil] 
cauſe lum to be flick, for Lome and Lime arc {uilocating things, and they 
will infet and putrifie the Blood, and endanger his Lungs, and ſoil his 
Wind ; Ne:ther let any Cung lic near lus heeis, for that will breed Cib'd

Fourthly, it is the molt exccllent thing that may be for Colts, who are 
unſhod, for it hardeneth their Hoots, lo that by cuſtom they will be as 
bold to go upon ſtones, rocky and hard ways, as Hories that are ſhod ; 
peither will It luffer the Hoots to grow abroad i in the manner of an Oy- 
Ker , beſides, the u fc thereof will make their Hoots more tough, durable 


and hollow, mfomach that when they come to be thod, they will carry 
thcir Shoocs much longer,

Of the Care in the Choice of a Groom. 


After you have bred Colts according to my Inſtrutions, and that 
that they prove to your Mind, then the next care you ought to have is of 
Grooms, which ought to be very expert in their Faculties, which conliſt- 
eth their Making or Marring, for you cannot ſay that a Colt three or 
four years old can be a perfe(t Horſe, till he come to be Handled and 
made fit for his Maſters Riding,which is to be madeGentle,Shod, Backcd, 
Broken, Ridden, Waycd, Mouthcd, and in brief brought to his utmoſt 
Perfection. His Rider therefore muſt be an Expcrt and able Horſe- 
man, and his Keeper every way as ſufficient, otherwiſe what defects you 
find in your Horſe, are not to be attributed to him, but cither to his 
Ridcr- or to his Groom, theretore let your care be, that they be both 
ſuſficicnt, 

How a Rider onght to be gualifed, 


If youdcſire your Colts to come to their utmoſt Perfetion, then let 
your Rider he one who is Cricd up to be an ExperienOd Horſe-man; he 
muſt not be of life diſſolute or debauchr, nor of Nature harſh, furious, 
cholerick or hair-brair'd, for the leaſt of cither of thele Vices are very 
unſcemly in a Perion of this Profeflion, He muſt be Maſter over his 
Paſſions, for he that is not cannot make a goed Horl:-man. And it is 
not much to be wondred at, if a Horle fall into Impcrfe&tions or Vices, 
for theſe his cvil conditions and faults are not ſo much to be imputed to 
the Horle, but to the Teacher, for he is not a good Horle-man that dot! 
not bring his Horſe to Periection,by ſweet and gentle means,rathcr then 
by Correction and ſevere Chaſtiſements; yet not but that I allow of 
Corrcction, and that it is as neceſſary as Meat, if it do not exceed the 
limited Bounds of Modcration, and that it be done at the very inſtant 
when he offendeth, and doth juſtly merit the ſame, or elſe he will not 
know the Cauſe why he is Chaſtitcd ; to on the other fide, when he doth 
well, Izt h m be Cheriſhed and made much of, which will encourage him 
to go forward in well-doing. 


Il hat Manner of Perſon a Groom ought to be, 


The Groom muſt be a Man that muſt truly love his Horſe, and 
ihape his ccurle towards him, as that the Horſe may love and dot: 
upon him ; fora Horſe is thy moſt lovingeſt Creature to Man of all 
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other bruit Creatures, and none more Ob:dient to him; Wherefore,if 
he be mildly dealt withal, he will b2 alſo reciprocal ; but if he be harth 
and cholerick, the Horſe will be put by his Patience, and becom2 Re+ 
bellious, and fall to biting and ſtriking, For the old Proverb is, Pa- 
tierce once wronged, will turn mito Fury, He muſt continually toy, dally and 
play with him, be always talking and ſpeaking plcaling words unto 
him; He mult lead him abroad in the Sun-ſhine, and then run, ſcope 
and ſhew him all the delight he can ; he muſt duly Curry, Comb and 
Dreſs him, wipe duſt, pick and clenſe him, feed, pamper and cheriſh 
him, and be always doing ſom:what about him, either abour his heels, 
or taking up his Feet, or rapping him upon the Soles; And he muſt 
keep him ſo well drelsd that he may almoſtſee his Face upon his Coat ; 
he muſt keep his Feet ſtopped, and daily Anointed, his Heels free from 
Scratches and other Sorrances, and to have ſo vigilant an eye npon him, 
to overſee all his Attions, as well feeding as drinking, that fo no in- 
ward infirmity may ſeize upon him, but that he may be able to diſcover 
it, and being diſcovered may ſeek for to Cure it, 


To Sizddle and Bridle 4 Colt. 


Whicn your Horſe is made Gentle, take a ſweet Watering Tr.nch, 
waſh'd and Anointed with Honey and Salt, put it into his Mouth, and 
ſo place it, that it may hang about his 'Tuſh ; then offer him the Saddle; 
but with that car. filacſs that you do not affright him therewith, ſuf+ 
fcring him to ſmell at it, to be rubhbcd with it, and then to feel it; then 


in the end to Fix it on, and Girr it faſt, and at what part and motion he - 


ſeems moſt coy, with that make him moſt familiar; then being thus 
Sadled and Bridlcd lead him forth to water, then bring him in, and 
aftcr he hath ſtood a little Reined npon the Trench, an hour or more, 
take away the Bridle and Saddle, and let him go to his Meat rill the 
Evening, then lead him forth as betore, and when he is ſet up Gently, 
take 0: his Saddle and drefs him, and cloath him up for all Night. 
The way to make him cndure the Saddle the b-tter, is by making it fa- 
miliar unto him, by clapping the Saddle with your Hand as it ſtands 
upon his Back, to ſhake it and {way upon it, to dangle the Stirrops by 
his Sides, and to rub them on his Sides, and make much of him, and be 
familias with all things about him, as ſtraining the Crooper, faſtumg 
and looſcning the Girts, or taking up and letting out of the Stir-

When this Work is finiſhed, then Teach your Horſe theſe Leſſons * 
As if he be for Hunting, Runnging, Travel, Hackney, or the like, then 
the chicfeſt things you are to apply your felf to, are to preſetve a good 
Mouth, to T rot treely and comly, to Amble ſurely and eaſily, to Gallop 
ſtrongly and ſwiftly, ro Obzy the Hand in ſtopping gently, and Retiring 
willingly, and to turn on the other Hand readily and nimbly. But it 
you intend him for the great Saddle, or the uſe of the Wars, then al- 
though the Leflons be the ſame, yet they are to be done in a more Pun- 
Ctual mianncr. So that if any Horle can be brought to the beſt, the ca- 
lier muſt nceds follow with little induſtry, And it 1s a Rule in Horle- 
man-ſhip, Thar zo Leſſon which belong to the I ars can be bur:ful, or do 57;- 
Jury to any Horſe whatſoever, that is kept for any other purpoſe, Whence it 
cometh, that any Horſe for the Wars may be trained tor a Runner, or 
Hunter, at plealure ; but every Runner, or Hunter, will not ferve the 
Wars; and evcry Horle-man that can make a Horſe for the Wars, may 
he a Jocky when he plcales ; but no locky (that I know) can make a 
Horic for the Wars. Therefore 1 will run a middle way, and fute my 
Leilons to both purpoſes, 


Helps and Corrections, 

Before you Tcach your Horle any Lellons, you muſt know there are 
{even Helps to adyantage him in his Leflons, to puniſh him for faults 
Fotten in his Leilons. And they be, The Voce, the Rod, the Bit or Snaffl:y 
re Calyes of the Leg 5, the Stirrop, Spur, 424 the Grenud. 


Voice, 
The Voice.is an help when it is ſweet and accompanicd with Cheriſh- 
ings, and it is a Correction when it iS rough or terrible, and accompanicd 
with ſtrokes or threatnings, 


Rod. 


The Rod is an help in the ſhaking, and a Correction in the ſtriking,

Of large Rings, 

When your Horſe will receive you to and from his Pack gently, Trot 
ſorward willingly, ard ſtand ſtil] obedjently, Then intending him for 
the Wars, or other purpoſe, (for theſe Leſions ſerve all occafions,) you 
jhall in ſome gravelly or {andy place, where his Footſteps may be di{cern- 
cd, labour him within the large Ring, tiiat 1s, at leaſt jifſty Paces in Com- 
paſs; Ard naving Trod it about three or four times on the right hand, 
reſt 2nd cheriſh ; then change the Hand again, and do as much on the 
Icft Hand, then reſt and cheriſh ; and change the Hand acain, and do as 
much on the right Hand, ever obſcrving upon every ſtopto make him re- 
tire and go back a ſtcp- or two.

When your Horſe is come to Perte.tion in theſe Leſſons, and hath hi- 
Head firmly ſeried, his Reins conſtant, and his Month fiveetned ; You 
may then (if you intend him for the Wars) take away his Trench and 
Martingal, and only ule the Cavezan of four or three Pieces, that is/ a 
Joynt or no Toynt inthe midſt, and to that Joynt a ſtrong Rinys, and a 
Toynt of each ſide, with Rings before the Joynts, to which you thall pur 
ſeveral Reins to uſe, cither at the Poſt or otherwiſe. Into his Mouth 
you ſhall pat a ſmooth ſweet Canon bit, with a F-exch Cheek ſuitable to 
the Proportion of the Horſes Neck ; knowing that the long Cheek railes 
up the Head, and the ſhort pulls it down. And with thete you ſhail Ex- 
erciſe the Horſe in all the Leſſons before taught, till he be perfe;t in 
them, without dilorder or amazement, 


Of firaght Turrs and Turninre. 

When he is ſctled upon his Bit, then you are to teach him to turn 
roundly and readily in the ſtreighter Rings; and of thele there are divers 
kinds, and divers methods to teach them. But 1 ſhall Fix upon two man- 
ner of ſtreight Turns, as the Perie.tion from whence all 'Turnings are de - 
rived. 

The one is when a Horle keepeth his hinder Parts inward and cloſe 
to the Poſt or Center, and lo cometh about and maketh his Circumſe-- 
IEnCe With his hinder Parts, oppoiiug face to face with his Enemy,

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You ſhall to the Ring in the mid-part of the Cavezan, Fix a long Rein 
of two Fathom or more, and to th» other Rings two other ſhorter Reins ; 
then having SaUdled the Horſe, and put on his Bit, bring him to the Poſt, 
and put the Reins of the Bit over the fore-part of the Saddle, Bolſters 
and all, and Fix them at a conſtant ſtreightneſs on the top of the Pomel, 
ſo that the Horſe may have a feeling both of the Bit and Curb, Then if 
you will have him turn to the right hand, take the ſhort Rein on the left 
ſide of the Cavezan, and bringing it under the forc-Bolſter of the Saddle 
up to the Pomel, and there Fix tat ſuch a ſtreightneſs, that the Horte 
may rather look from, then to the Poſt on the right ſide. Then ler 
ſome Groom or sKk1lful Attendant hold the right-ſide Rein of the Cavezan 
2t the Poſt, governing the fore-parts of his Body to come about ar large: 
Then your ſelf taking the long Rein into your hand, and keeping his 
hinder parts inward, with your Rod on his outward Shoulder, and ſome= 
timeson his outward Thigh, make him move about the Poſt, keeping his 
Inward parts asa Center, aid making his fore-parts move in a larger 

| Cir= 
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Circumference. Thus you ſhall Exerciſe him a pretty ſpace on one hand, 
till he groiv to ſome Pertectnels ; then Changing the Reins of the Ca- 
vezan, make him do the like to the other hand. And thus apply him 
divers Mornings, and cheriſhing him in his Exerciſe according to his de- 
ſervings, till you have brought him to that readineſs, that he will upen 
the moving of your Rod couch his hinder Parts in towards the Poſt, ard 
lapping the outward fore-leg over the inward, Trot about the Polt {witt- 

ly, diſtin-tly, and in as ſtrait a Compals as you can deiire, or is conve- 
rent for the motion of the Horie ; And from Trotting you may bring 
him to Flying and Wheeling about, with that {wiſcnels, that both the 
fore-legs riting and mov.ng together, the hinder Parts may follow in one 
and the ſame inſtant. When you have made him thus p-rice&t in your 
hand, you ſhall then Mount his Pack ; and making fome skilfal Groom 

povern the long Rein, and another the ſhort, by the Motion of your Hand 
upon the Bit.,and foft Rein of the Cavezan, keeping the HorlesHead from 
the Poſt, and by the help of the Colve of your Leg laid on his Side, and 
your Rod turned toward his outward Thigh, to keep his hinder parts in- 
ro the Poſt, labour and excrcile himtill you have brought him to that 
Pertetion which you defire.

Now for the other ſtreight Flying Turn, which is to keep his Face fixt 
On the Poſt 2s on hisEnemy,and to move about only with his hinder parts, 
you ſhall take the ſame helps of the long Rein,” and the ſhort Reins of the 
Cavezan, and govern them, as before ſhewed, only you ſhall not give 
the ſhort Rein to the Poſt-ward, ſo much liberty as hefore, bur keep his 
Head cloſer to the Poſt, and following his hinder parts with th? long 
Rein, by the helpof your Rod make him bring his hinder parts round a- 
bout the Poſt ; and obſerve, that as before he did lap one foot over an- 
other, ſo now he muſt lap the hinder Legs one over another. In this 
Exerciſe, exerciſc him as the former, then (aſter a perfectneſs) mount his 
Back, and labour him, as before ſhewed, Then laſtly, leaving the Poſt 
and all other helps, only apply him in ſuch open and free places as you 
ſhall think couvenient, for upon the finiſhing of this Work your Horſe is 
made compleat, and can perform all things that can be required, either for 
the Service in the Wars, for the High-way, or any other Galloping Plea-

How to Help an ill Rem, and Cure 4 Ruii-away Jade. 


Many Horſes are ſo evil -bcholding to Nature, for giving them ſhort 
Necks, and worſe ſct-on Heads, and lo little bcholding to Artto amend 
them, which cauſes many a good Horle to be left Curelcts of thole two 
groſs inſufferable faults, which are either a deformed carriage of the 
Head, like a Pig on a Broach, or clſe a furious Running away, got by a 
ipoiled Mouth, or an evil habit.

If ithe a young Horſe at his firſt Riding, then to his Trench ; if 2n 
old, then to his Snaflle, (for 1 {pcak not of the Bir) but a pair of Reins, 
halt as longagain as any ordinary Reins, and Loops to ftaiten and un- 
faſten at the Eye of the Snaftile,, as other Reins have. Now when you 
{ce that the Horſe will not yield to your Hand, but the more you draw 
the more he thruſts out his Noſe, or the more violently he runs away ; 
then undo the Buttons of the Reins from the Eye ol the Snatlle,and draw 
them through the Eyes, and bring them to the Buckles of the formolt 
Girt, and there button them ſaſt : then Riding the Horle in that man- 
ncr, |:bour him with the gentle Motions of your Hand, coming and go- 
ing by deer. es, and ſometimcs accompanicd with your Spur, to gather 
up his Body,2nd to fecl your Command, and in a !hort time he will bring 
his Fei.d where you will place it. And for Running away, it you draw 
one Rein, you turn him about in deſpite of all Fury; and if you draw 
both, you break his Chaps, or bring them to his Bolom. In the cad,tind- 
Weg himiclf not able to Reliſt, he will be willing to obcy. 


Another Help for unicenſt att Carriage. 


There is another foul Error in many Horſes, which theſe Reins alſo 
Cure, as this, When your Horſe is cither lo wythie cragg*d (as the Nor- 
thern Man calls it) or ſo loole and unſtcady Necked, that which way ſo- 
cvcr you draw your Hand, his Head and Neck will follow it, foractimcs 
beating againſt your Knees, {ometimes daſhing againſt your Bolom, and 
indeed, gencrally fo looſe and uncertain, that a man kuows not when he 


| hath ſtcady hold of him; A Vice wonderful incident to Running Horles, 


eſpecially the furious ones. In this Cafe you ſhall take theſe long Reins, 
and as before you drew them to the Buckles of the Girts, fo now Mar- 
tingal-wife draw from the Eyes of the Snafile, herwixt his forc-Legs to 
the Girts, and there faſten them. Thus Ride him with a conſtant Hand,

Some do affirm, that a Horſe newly taken from Graſs,being foul,can- 
net be made fit under fix Months : By which they Rob their Maſters of 
half a years pleaſure, thruſt him upon a tyring Charge to make the Sporc 
lothſom, and get nothing but a Cloak for Ignorance, 2nd a few falſe £OT 


Crowns, that melt as they are polleſled. 


Their Realons, 
Yet as Hereticks cite Scripture, ſo thele find Reaſons to defend want 


of Knowledve, 
As, Tye darger ef too earlyExcreiſi the Offence of Greaſe ſuddenly broken, 


the Moving of cuil Humcurs too haſtily, which leads to mortal! Si chneſs : And 
the Aoderaticn, or Helping of theſe by a ſlow Proceeding, or bringing of the 
Horſe into Ordcy by degrees ard time, Or (as I may lay) by an ignorant 
Sufferance. 

Thele Reaſons have ſhew of 2 good Ground, for too early Exercile is 
dangerous, but not if free from violence. 

To break Greaſe too ſuddenly is an offence inſufferable, for it puts 
both Limbs and Life in hazard, but not if it be purged away by whole- 
ſom Sconrings.

You ſhall kcep your Heating-days the firſt Week or Fortnight, hut 
the laſt Week you ſhall forbcar one Heat, and not give any five days 
beſore the Match-day, only you [hall give him ſtrong and long Air- 
Ings 

'You ſhall not need this Fortnisht to give him any Scouring at all. If 
this Fortnight Morning and Evening, you burn the beſt Frankincenſe in 
your Stable, you ſhall tinde it STe di ing wholeſom for him, andhe will 
take wondertul delight therein, 

In this Fortnight, when yoa give hun any waſh: Meat, wah it in

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Meat laſt fpoken of, then Bridle him up and dreſs him, and after pitch the 
Saddle and Girts with Cordwainers \Vax, et it on an1 girt it gently, io as 
he may have feeling, but no ſtraitnels ; then lay a clean Sheet over the 
Saddle, ovcr it his ordinary Cloaths,then his Body-cloth and Breaſt-cloth, 
and witp him round with ſoft Wiips, then if you have a Counterpane, or 
Cloth of ſtate for bravery ſake, let it be faſtened above all. Being nov 
ready to draw our, give him halt a pint of 14u/ca4ine, and fo lead away. 

In all your Leadings upon the Courfe, uſe gentle and calm Motions,ſut- 
fering him to ſmcll upon any Dung, and in eſpecial places of advantage, 
as where you find Ruihcs, long Grals lying, Heath or the like, walk in and 
entice him to Piſs. But if you find no ſuch help, then in eſpecial places on 
the Courte, and chiefly towards the latter end, and having uſed the fame 
means bc fore, break {ome of the Wiſps under him, and entice him to pils, 

Alfo in your leading, if any white or thick foam or froth riſe ahout the 
Horſcs Mouth, witha clean Handkerchief wipe it away, and carrying a 
Bottle of clean water about you, wa{h Iis Mouth now and then with it. 

When you come to the place of ſtreight, before you uncloath, rub or 
chaſe his Legs with hard Wiſps; then pick his Feer, uncloath, waſh his 
Mouth with water, Mount his Rider, ſtart fair, and leave the reſt to Gods 
good Will and Plealure. 


Certain Obſervations and Advantages for every Feeder to obſerve in ſundry 
Accidents, 


There is no unreaſonable Creature of Pleaſure ſubjet to ſo many dif. 
aſterous chances of Fortune, as the Horſe, and eſpecially the Running 
Horſe, both by reaſon of the multiplicity ob diſeaſes belonging unto them, 
as alſo the violence of their Excrcite,and the nice tendernels of their kee 
ing : and therefore it hehooveth every Feeder ro be Armed with ſuch Ob- 
ſervations as may concern Miſchiefs, and thoſe Helps which may amend 
them when they happen. 


Of Meat and Drink, 


The firſt Obſervation that I ſhall Arm the Feder withal, is the true di- 
ſtribution of Meat and Drink, 

Let him o»ſerve, if there be any Meat, Drink or other Nouriſhment 
which you know to be good for him, yet he refuſeth it; in this caſe you 
are not to thruſt it violently upon him, but by gentle means and cunning 
enticements win him thereunto, tempting him when he is moſt hungry, 
and moſt dry ; and if he get bur a hit at a time, it will ſoon eacreaſe to a 
greater quantity, and ever let him have le{s then he delir:th ; and that the 
looner he may be brought unto it, mix the Meat he loyeth beſt with that

he loveth worſt, till both be made alike familiar, and fo ſhall the Horſe 
be a ſtranger to nothing that is good and wholcfom, 


Obſervations for L ameneſs. 


Our Feeder muſt obſerve, if his Horſe be ſubje.t to Lam:neſs or Stiff 
nels, to ſurbate or tenderneſs of Feet, then to give him his Heat upon 
ſmooth Carpet Farth, or to forbcar ſtrong Ground, hard High-ways, 
croſs Ruts and Furrows, till extremity compel him. 


Obſervations from the State of his Boav, 


Our Feeder muſt obſcrve, that the ſtrongeſt ſtate of Body, (which 1 
account the higheſt and fulleſt of Fleſh, ſo it be good, hard, and without 
inward foulnels) to be the beſt and ableſt for the performance of theſe 
Wagers , yet herein he muſt take two Conſiderations ; the one the Shape 
of the Horles Body, the other his Inclination and manner of Fecding. 

For the Shape of his Body. Thcre be ſome Horſes that are round, 
plumpand cloſe knit together, ſo that they will appear Fat and well Sha- 
ped, when they are lcan and in poverty. Others are raw-boned, flender 
and looſe knit together, and will appear lean and deformed, when they 
arc Fat, foul and tull of groſs Humours, 


Frem his Inclination, 


So likewiſe for their Inclination, ſome Horſes (at the firſt) will feed 
outwardly, and carry a thick Rib, when they are inwardly lean as may 
be. There be ochers that will appear lean to the Eye, when they are on- 
ly Greaſe. In this caſe the Feeder hath two Helps to advantage his knows 
ledge, the one outward, the other inward, 


From his outward Handling, 


The ontward Help, is the outward Handling and feeling the Horſes 
Pody, generally over all his Ribs, but particularly upon his ſhort and hin- 
dermof? Ribs, 

If his Fleſh gencrally handle ſoft and looſe, and the Fingers ſink into 
it as into Doun, then is he foul without all queſtion ; but it generally it 
be hard and frm, only upon the hindermoſt Rib is ſoftneſs, then he hath 
ercaſe and fou] matter within him, which muſt be avoided, how lean and 
poor ſoever he appcar in outward ſpeculation,

Thelittie Breaſt is uncomely, and ſhews weaknels, the narrow 
Þreaſt is apt to ſtumble,fall and entertere before; the Breaſt that is hidden 
Inward, and wanteth the Beauty and diviſion of many Feathers, ſhews a 
weak Armed Heart, and a Breait that is unwilling and unfit for any vi- 
olent toyl or ſtrong abour, 


His F ore-Thig hs. 


Next look down ſrom his Elbow to his Knees, and ſce that thoſe Forec- 
Thighs be ruſh-grown, well horned within, Sinewed, Fleſhy, and out- 
ſwelling, for they are good ligns of ſtrength, the contrary thews weak- 
neſs, and are unnatural.

For the Hoofs in gencral, they ſhould he black, ſmooth, tough, rath:r a 
little long then round, deep,holtow and full o: Sounding : for white Hoofs 
are tender, and carry a Shoo ill ; arough, grols Seamed Hoo?, ſhews old 
Axe or over-Heating. A hrittte Hoot will carry no Shoo at all ; an ex- 
traordinary round Hoof 1s ill for foul ways, and dcep Hunting, A flat 
Hoof that 1s pumiſled, ſhews Foundring ; and a Hoof that is empty, and 
hollow founding, ſhews a decayed Invward-part, by reafon of fome wound 
or dry Founder. As for the Crown of the Hoof, if the Hair lie fmooth 
and cloſe, and the Fleſh tiat and even, then all is pzrte-t ; but 1' the Hair 
be Staring, the Skin ſcabbed, and the Fle.h riling, thcu look for a Ring- 
bone, or a Crown-lcab, or a Quitter-bone. 


The Set:ing on of his Head, his Creſt and Mane. 


After this, ſtand by his ſide, and firſt look to the ſetting on of his Head, 
and (ee that it ſtand neither too high, nor too low, but ina dire-t line ; 
that his Neck be {mall at the ſetting on of his Head, and Long, growing 
deeper to the Shoulders, with an high, ſtrong and thin Mane, long, fotr, 
and ſumewhat curling, for theſe are beautiful Charatters : whereas to have 
the Head il] ſet on, is the greateſt de{ormity , to have any bigneſs or {wel- 
ling in the Nape of the Neck, ſhews the Pole-evil, or beginning of a Fi- 
ſtula ; to have a ſhort thick Neck like a Bull,to have it falling art the Wi- 
thcrs, to have a low, weak, a thick or falling Creſt, ſhews want both of 
ſtrength and Mettle ; to have much Hair on the Mane, ſhews intolerable 
duincts ; to have it too thin, ſhews fury ; and to have none or ſhed, ſhews 
the Worm in the Mane, the Itch, or elſc plain Mgaunginels. 


His Back, Rios, Fille's, Beily and tones, 


Look on the Chine of his Back, that it be broad, even and ſtreight, his 
Ribs well compalled and bending Outward, his Fillers upright, ſtrong and 
ſhorr, and not above a handful between his laſt Rid and his Huckle-bone, 
let his Belly be well let down, yet hidden within his Ribs, and let his 
Stones be well truſs up to his Body, for all theſe are Marks of Health 
and good PerfeCttion ; whercas to have his Chine narrow, he will never 
carry a Saddle without wounding, and to have it bending or Saddle-back- 
cd, ſhews weakneſs, 

To have his Ribs flat, there is not liberty for Wind. 

To have his Fillets hanging, long or weak, he will never climb an Hill

Firſt, all Sickneſs cometh either by Heats in over-violent exerciſe, as 
when the Horſe hath his Greale rmoulten, the Heart over-charged, the vi- 
tal Elood {orccd from the inward Parts, 2nd the large Pores aud Oriliccs 
of the Heart are ſoobſtructed and ſtopped, thit the Spirits cannot return 
back to their proper places, ſo as the Organs of thzBody carnot rejoycc, 
tut by this weans the Body muſt of neceſlity Ianguiſh, founder and mor- 
tikie, 

Secondly, dangerous Sicknels cometh aifo by Colds, as by indiſcrect 
and rcgligent keeping, as well beiore as after long and violent exerciſe, 
and then is the Head perplexed, the Eyes cGulicd and pained, the Roots of 
the Tongye inflamed and iwelled, the Lungs with Rheums tickl:d and 
offended, cccalioning firons ard 1al:orious Coughing, and the Noſtrils 
often Diſtilling, and pouring forth hithy and corrupt matter. 

Thirdly, dangerous Sickneis cometh allo by Surfeit of Food, cither 
by cating too mach or too little of what is goed, or allo of what is not 
wholeſom ; lo as the fir{t killeth, or ar leaſt debrlitateth the Stomach, op- 
preſſeth the Heart, and icndeth up thote evil Fumcs into the Head, by 
which are <nzendred the Stavers, Frenzies, and othcr mortal Diſcaſcs; 
The ſecond putrifics the Blood, and convertsall its Nutriment into cor- 
ruption, from whence procceds the Yellows, Farcins, Feavers, Mainges, 
and ether ſuch like Pettilent, Leprous and Lothlom Dileales, which ſutfo- 
cating the Heart, and clocging the Stomach, dilates and ſpreads it fe! 
univerſally over rhe whole Body, lcaving no Membcr free, and confound- 
cth every Facuiry apd Member thercof, 

Fourrhly and laitly, dangcrous Sickneſs come alfo by Accidents, as

Cantery Potentral. 

Now I will in a word handle Cantery Potential, which as the Cautery 
Actual burn< th the Fleſh by hot Inſtrument, even fo doth Cautery Po- 
zntial burn the Fleſh by Medicine, of which there are three ſorts or Cee 
rees. 

Namely, by Corroſive, by Caufick;or by Putritaction. 


Corroftve. 

Corcoſive, is when that isapplicd to the wound, wherein is dead or 
ryrovd Fleſh to corrode or eat it away, by which means the wound is pre- 
pared and madethe more fit for Emplaſters, Waters or Ungvents, which 
do carnifie and make good Fleſh, by which means the Woune which be- 
fore was foul, is now become clean, healed un and made ſound, and thele 
corroCing tings are commontly precipitates, Sublimatum, Arſrick, Reſrl- 
gr, Leids white and red, Copperas white and green, 'Ferdegreaſe, Allom, 
Vieral, $.undaracha,Chryſocoll: ; Or1ganum, Mercury, Aconitum, C ipiteb true 
Romavre, Vitriel, ſhaving of Ox or Harts-horn, red Coral, Spunge of the 
Sea ſomewhat burned, Unzuerium Apoſtolprum, Unguentum eAg:ptiacumy 
Unguerrum Carnc.m, MagiFra, Sal mter, Cantharides, Aptum, Azur forim, 
Scclamine, Melanwrardinm, and many more, that do hurn, cat and corrode 
the Flelh, putting the poor Beaſt to a great deal of pain.

Horles Body 2nd Limbs. 


Helps got by Reweling are theſe. 

It ſeparateth and 6iſſolveth evil humours which are gathercd together 
in any one place, :t looſneththole parts which are. bound,. and bindeth 
thoſe parts that are weakned, it ſtrengthneth ſick Joynts, and comiort- 
eth whatſocver '- opprelled with any cold Phlegm.

in one place then another; or crum»/eth, or groweth out of faſhion, take 
your Rape and File it into good iaſhion again ; and when you finde it ſo 
well that you may turn him out, put him into ſome moiſt Paſture or Me- 
dow, which will caufe the Hoot ro become tough. 


Of the Hoof-bound. 

Firſt, plock off the Shooes, and ſhoo him up again with Halſ-Moon 
and Lunet-ſhooes ; then eaſe with your drawing Iron or Rape, the quar- 
ters of the Hoofs on both ſides of the Feet, from the Cronet down to

If you fear that your Horſ? is ſubjeAt to bz Hoof-bound, anoint his 
Coffin all over with Neats-foot Oyl, eſpecially at the ſetting on of the 
Hoof, or with Turpentine, and to ſtop his Feet underneath with Cows 
dung. Or take the Fart of Bacon halfa pound, of white Sope three Oun.

Torakeup 
his ſound Leg before, and double it backwards in the Joynt, and Tie ic 
ſo doubled with ſome Liſt or Garter, fo faſt that ic Untie not; then 
force him to go upon his three Legs, till he ſweat at the Roots of his 
Eares, Flanks and between his Legs ; then let down his Leg again (by 
untying it) which will -cauſe the Blood to deſcend ſo into the Plate- 
Vein, that it will be more viſtble to be ſeen then when it was Tied up; 
but in caſe it does not appear ſo plain as you would have it, dabbalittle 
warm Water upon it with your Hand,and ſtroke it downwards towards 


the place you ate to let Blood, ant = will make it appear more viſible 
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to be ſcen then it was before. Then Tie up his Leg again, andlet him 
Blood in the common bleeding place, viz. between his Cheſt and lame 
Leg, about twoquarts or more, according to the greatneſs or ſmalneſs 
of tis Strain. Let the blood that you ſave for this purpole (to anoint 
him with) be abour a guart, ac let it be the laſt hlood, fer that is the 
beſt, and therefore mplt proper and fit for your uſe; put a handful of 
Salr into the Bowl you receive it into, and keep it {tirring all the while 
it is running to keep it from clotting, When hz hath bled ſo much as 
you think Fitting, pin up the Mouth of the Vein with a Pin or Needleto 
prevent Bleeding, winding ſome Hairs of the Mane or Tail about the 
Pin, to keep the Pin faſt and ſteddy, and a day or two after take it out 
but before you pin him up, anoint him all over the Shoulder and bottom 
of his Breaſt, between his Legs and down to his Knee, with Oyl of Tur- 
pentine and ſtrong Beer or Ale, of equal parts alike, ſhaked and ming- 
led very well together firſt, in a Glaſs Vial, clapping and dabbing it well 
in with your hand; Andafcer you have anointed him as much as you

have ſo done, rab a Handful of common Salt very well in upon it, which 
will fetch forth the Blood and Water,that was occaſioned by the ſcaring 
and pricking of it ; Then apply this Charge to it, viz. half an Ounce of 
Maſtick and Frankmcenſe, Burgundy Pitch and common black Pitch, of 
each as much as contains the bigneſs of a Wall-Nut , Boyl all thefe very

Take two drams of Precipitate,and put itinto a ſmall Vial-Glaſs with

very precious for all ſorts of Burnings. And the Nature of theſe three 
Unguents b: to leave no ſcars. Wherefore we apply them for moſt ſa- 
vereign Remedies, as well for Man as Beaſt. 


To Help a Horſe that us Coflive in bis Body. 

Take a Decottion of Mallowes one quart, Sallet Oyl half a Pint, or 
freſh Butter ha'f a pound, Benedifta laxativa one Ounce, give him this 
Blood-warm Gliſter-wife, then clap his Tail to his Tuel, and hold it 
cloſe, and make him keep it for half an houre at the leaſt, and when ic 
hath workt, give him a ſweet Maſh,and ſo keep him to Maſhes and white 


Water for two or three days. 


What u good to make a Horſe dr aw ny his Yard. 

To Bathe his Yard and Sheath with white-Wine made warm, then an- 
oint it with Oyl of Roſes and Live Honey mingled rogether, and fo 
put up the Yard into the Sheath, and with a ſhort Bolſter of Canvaſs 
keepit from falling down, and dreſs him once every day till he be

A Receipt to Prevent Diſeaſer in a Horſe the whole Texr. 

The firſt day of Apr:! open a Vein in th: Neck, an4 if it be good 
take the leſs ; if bad, rake tie more; then from that day unril the firſt 
of May give him this which I ſhall preſcribe, and let him have it Morn- 
ing and Evening during the whole Month of April, from the firſt to the 
Jaff. which is before his turning out to Graſs, or Soyling, which ſhall bz 
about the middle of May, and let him have the ſame all the whole 
Month of Ofteber, (like as you muſt do in April!) after you have taken 
him from Graſs about Barcholomew Tide, that which I preſcribe is this. 


To Prevent Diſeaſes. 

Take a Buſhel of Old Rye, ſweet and clean, well purged, or made 
clean from all Filth, and pur it in aclean Iron Por, dry, and without 
Water, put ir over the Fire. and put in your Rye and ke-p it continually 
ſtirring tothe bottom, until it be ſo parched that it b2cometh black, 
hard and dry, then take it from the Fire and put ir into ſome clean Veſ- 
ſel, and whea it is cold keep ircloſc ſtopped for your uſe. When you 
uſe ic, take two or three Handfuls of it, and beat it into fine Powder, and 
mingle it amongſt his Provender, at every Watering, Morning and E- 
vening, orat other mes when you give him Oates; do this thele two 
entire Months of April and October, for all Men hold that in theſe two 
Months th2 Blood turncth and a!tcreth, as we alter his Diet, from hard 
and dry Meat to Grafs, and fo likewiſe from Graſs to dry Mears, for this 
Rye thus parched and ordered, doth refine che Blood, cool the Liver, =_ 

purge 
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pargeth the 5picen, ſo as the whole Structure of the Body is thereby ber- 
ter ured and freed ftromall fucn bad and unnatural Humours, which 
would otherwiſe make the Body inclinable to ſundry Maladies and Dif- 


calcs, which this Rye preventerh. 


_ =m to keep a Horſe from Cafting forth his Drink. 
As it proceeds from Cold in the Stomach, or other Cauſes, as Cold in 
the Head where the Rheum bindeth, about the Roots and Kerncels of the - 
Tongue, hathas it were ſtrangled and made ſtrait the Paſlages to the 
Stomach ; therefore to prevent this miſchief you mult give him Cordial 
and warm Drinks, as Malmſey, Cinnamon, Annifceds and Cloves, well 
brewed and mixed rogether, and to anoint his Breaſt and under his 
Shoulders, with either the Oyl of Cypreſs, Oyl of Spike, or the Oyl of 
Pepper, and to purge him with Fumes or Pills, for. ſuch Fumigation joyn- 
ing with theſe hot Oyls will ſoon diſſolve the Humors. 


A Particular Receipt for the Cure of it. 

This Infirmity comes alſo by Glut of Provender, or by eating of raw 
or green Food, as new Peaſe or Beans, &c, You may allo rake this 
courſe for the Recovery ofiim, v:z. To give him comfortable Things,as 
Diapente boiled in Beer or Ale, and th: like ; Or ro keep him Faſting, 
and Jet him have no Meat, but what he is willing to take out of your 
Hand, viz, Bread, Hay, Oats, &c. Let his Drink be new Milk til} his 
Stomach returns to him again. ?Tis alſo very good to bring him to his 
Stomach again, to put a Piece of ſour brown Bread ſteeped in Vineger, 
into a Bag, and hang it at his Noſe for him to ſmell of it. 


Thirgs good in General for the hungry Eval, 

To comfort his Stomach by giving him great Slices of white Bread, 
Toaited and ſteep:d in Sack, or to let him drink Wheat-Flower and 
Wine mingled rog-ther ; or to make him Bread of Fine Nats,and Wine 
mingJe<d together, bur there is nothing better then moderate Feeding of 
the Horſe many times in the day,with who!eſom Bean-bread well baked,

Take ofthe Urine of a Man, as it cometh warm from him, one Pint, 
of Bay-Salt a hancſul, ſtir them well vogether, and give it him, and 
after walk himup and down for halfan hour. If you deſire to ſee more 
Receipts, you mult look for things that are good to cxpel Poifon.

Things good for Pain 5x the Teeth, Looſe Tenth, Wolfes Treth and Jaw Teeth, 


For looſe Teeth the Cure is to prick af his Gums over with a Lancer, 
making them bleed well, th-n rub them all over with Sage and alc, orc 
with the lcaves of Elecampane, and it will faſten them. 

The Pains of his Teeth comes by means of Diſtillation of Humors, 
which is Cured by rubbing all the outſide of his Gums with hne Chalk and 
ſtrong Vineger mixt together, or aſter they are ſo waſhed to ſtrow upon 
them the powder of Pomegranate Pills, or to cover the Templcs of the 
Head with a Plaiſter of Rozin and Maſtick molten together. Now for 
the Cure of the Wolfes Teeth or |aw Teeth, Tie up his Head to ſome 
Poſt or Raſter, and after you have opened his Mouth with a Cord, ſo 
wide asyou can ſee any part thercof, take an Inſtrument of Iron made 

like unto a Carpenters Gouge, and with your left Hand fet the Edge of 
the Tool tothe foot of the\Volfes-Teeth on the our-ſide of the !aw,turn- 
ing the hollow ſide of the Tool cownwards, knock it ont as ſteadily as 
you can with your Mallet, and put ſome Salt finely brayed iuto the holes, 
Now if the upp-r Jaw Teeth doth hang over the ncther Jaw-Teeth, and 
ſo cut the inſide of the Month, then take your Gouge and Mallet. and

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A cerraim Way to Raiſe up the Creſt that ts fallen. 

Is firſt to. Raiſe itup with yonr Hand, and to place it where it oughe 
toſtznd, then having one ſtanding on the ſame ſice the Creſt falleth 
ſrom,ler him with one Hand hold ap the Creſt,and with the other thruſt 
out the bottom of it, fo asit may ſtand upright, then on that fide ro 
which ir falleth, with a hot Iron(ſomewhat broad on the Edge) drawing

Things good for a Hor ſe that 8 Wrung, or knrt in the Withers, 


If you find that by taking off the Saddle his Withers are ſwoln, clap 
on the Saddle again, and lay uponthe place ſome wet Litter, then take 
upa thin Turfof Graſs and Earth together, and put into the Fire, and 
let it there remain till it become red hot.then take it out and moiſten the: 
Graſly ſide very well with white- Wine Vineger, then take off the wet 
Litter, and lay the Turf very hot with the Grally-ſidc next to the place, 
and ſo puton tie Saddle again, and let it ſo remain all Night, and this 
preſently helperh any Swelling in the Withcr3, or any other part of the 
Back, as alſo any Swellings by Spur-Galls. Bur if the Skin be broken 
or ulcerated, then take ſweet Butter, Bay ſaltand the powder of Frank- 
incenſe, ofeach as much as will ſuffice, boyl all theſe rogether, and with 
a Clout faſtned upon a ſtick, dip it into it ſcalding hot, and icald ic 
two or three times, but if it bz full of ccrruption, then make in» 
ciſion on both ſides beneath, that the Matterative ſtuff may the more

A Charge for Swelled Cod:r. 

Or take Bolearmoniack hcaten into fine Powder, Vineger and the 
Whircs of Eggs well beaten together, and anoint him therewith Caily, 
till it be abared; and if ir Impoſl humate, where you find it to be {otr, 
open it with a hot Iron, or with your Inciſion Knife, if it break not of 
it ſelf; and hcal it up with your green Ointment, taught you as aforeſaid. 


Ancther for ary Bite &r Bruiſe on his Codr, which cauſe thim ro Swel 
very whch, 


To remedy this Accident, Waſh and Bathe them very well with warm 
Whey Morn. ng aud Evening for three or four days together, and an- 
oint thcm aZteT it with the Oyl or Ointment of Topuleon till you finde 
the Swelling abated, Kkecping his Cods warm with a kinnen Bag, made 
inthe natureof a Furſe, and drawn eaſily over them. -If. you find that 
the Swelling 1s abated, you may then apply the Common Charge of Soap 
and Brandy to it very hot, which will Knit the Strings of his Cods to- 
ether again; But if you find that they are ſo torn that you queſtion 
tus Cure, then the b<ſt way in my opinion is to Geld hiry, 4 
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A moſt Excellent Bath, which is not only good for Swelled or bruiſed C odr,but 
for all manner of Brniſes in any Part of the Body, from Head to Foot.

Things geod in General for Burſting or Ruptures $%* Horſes, 

Though I hold it incurable, yer I ſhall give you thoſe things that 
worketh much good, though no abſolute Cure. Theſe things are great 
Knitters, and are to b2 taken inwardly, Valerian, Rupture- wort, Crofs- 
wort, Cranes-bill, the powder of the Roots of Chammack, the Leaves 
and Nuts of the Cypres, Elm leaves or the Bark thereof,Corn-Flag , any 
of theſe things given inwardly, with the outward means uſed, maketh the 
Cure the more cffeftual; The outward means is this,Bring the Horſe in- 
to a place where there is a Beam overthwart, and ſtrow it thick with 
ſtraw, then put on four ſtrong Paſterns, with four Rings on his Feet,and 
faſten one end ofa long Rope to one of thoſe Rings, with the looſe End 
of the Rope, and ſo draw all his fore-Feet together, and he will fall , 
then caſt the Rope over the Beam, and hoiſt him up ſo, that he may lie 
flat on his Back with lis Legs upwards without ſtrugling, then Bathe 
his Stones well with warm Water and Butter molten together, and the 
Stones being ſomewhat warm and well mollified, raiſe them up from 
the Body with both your Hands, being cloſed by the Fingers cloſe t6- 
gether, and holding the Stones inyour Hands in ſuch manner, work 
down the Gut intothe Body of the Horſe, by ſtroaking it downwards 
continually with your two Thumbs, until you perceive that that ſide of 
the Stone to be ſo ſmall as the other,and ſo having returned the Gut to 
the right place, take a Liſt of two Fingers broad, thoroughly anointed 
with freſh Buttcr, and Tie his Stones both together with the ſame, fo 
nigh the Body as may be, yet not. over-hard, but ſo as you may put your 
Finger between, that done, take the Horſe quietly down, and lead him 
gently into the Stable, and keep 5 and let hjm not be _—_

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two of cold Water up upon his Cocls, and that will make him to (ſhrink

Take common Pitch, Sanguis draconis, Powder of Bolearmoniack, 
Maſtick and Frankincenſe, of cach an Ounce, and make a Plailter there- 
of, and lay it upon his Loyns, and upon the Rupture, and let it remain 
there till it fall off of it ſelf, and it will Cure him ; Conditionally you 
give him ſome ſtrengthning things inwardly, which you may find variety 
of, if you look for General Things good for Ruptures. 


Particular Receipts for the Botch in the Groin of a Horſe, which # a hard 
Swelling there, which will can/e hiz Legs ro ſwell, eſpecially from the 
Cambrels or Hoof s upwards, 


The Cure is to Ripen it with this Plaiſter, Take of Wheat-Floure, of 
Turpenrtine and of Honey, of each a like quantiry, ſtirring ir together to 
make a ſtiffPlaiſter, and with a Cloth lay it on the Sore, renewing, it 
once every day till it break or wax ſoft, and then Lance it, ſo as the mat- 
ter may run downwards, then Taint it with Turpentine and Hogs- 
greaſe molten together, renewing it every day once, until it be perfectly 
whole. 


Another for the Botch in the Grom, or any Impoſtkuumation,

Things geod in General for the Cure of the Fig in a Horſes Foot. 


Cut away the Hoof ſoas there may be a convenient ſpace betwixt the 
Sole and the Hoof, to the end the Fig may the more eaſily be Cured;thcn 
put to the Sorrance a piece of a Spunge, which you are to bind cloſe uP- 
on it, which will eat it off tothe very Root, and heal it up with your 
green Ointment, in my Firſt Part, Or to cut it away clole with your

If you find in any part of your Horſes Body a Knot or Kernel that 
feels ſoft, and flipsup and down in th2 Skin when you handle it, Take 
your Inciſion-Knife, and ſlit the Skin right over againſt it, ſo wide, that 
you may pinch the Knot out to cut it oft, When you have ſo done, to 
{tanch the Bleeding of it, Sear the inſide of it with a hot Iron, and ſtop 
the Wound, either with the powder of Bolearmoniack or Hares Wooll. 
The next day unſtop it, and waſh the Wound clean with a Linnen Rag 
Tied upon a ſtick, dipped in Verjuice or white-Wine Vineger ; Then 
' dry upthe moiſture that you ſhall find therein with a Linnen Rag alto, 
and heal it up with your green Ointment in the Firit Part, or what other 
healing Salve you think beſt fit for the purpoſe.

to ditlocate the Bone for an hour or two after, till ir be ſerled and dret- 
ſed ; wacrefore ler his Keeper ſtand by him all the while, leſt he ſhould 
lic down, or be unruly. Take Pitch, which you muſt have molten in a

days together after, Morning and Evening, give him white Water only, 
unleſs now and then aſwect Maſh; and animes give him Milk with 
his white Water ; if he be not above nine years old,this wil: prolong his 
life, whereby he may dothe more ſervice.

3. If they proveſoft, dry them in the Sun,or elſe ſtring them and han 
them up by the Fire, butthe dry and hard ones you may lay any where, 

4. The ſmall Roots will keep a year or two very well, but the larger 
ſort of them will keep four or five, but they are beſt in their prime the 
firſt year. 

5. The beſt time to gather them is in the Summer, before they Run out 
to ſeed, for then they grow hard and ſticky, and loſe their Vertnes, 

6. Thoſe Roots that you may have all the year, as Plantine, Fennel or 
Parſtcy, &c. trouble not your lelf to dry them, . 


CHAP. IL Of Barks: 


1.Barks of ſuch Trees as are frequently with you, as the Oak, Elm or 
'Afh, &c. Gather them but when you have preſent uſe for them . As for 
the Out-landiſh you may have ready cried at the Drugegiſt. 

2. The Barks of Roots, as Fennel, Parſley, &c. is only that which res 
mains when the Pith is out, which iscalled a Bark, though very improe 
perly.

7. You nuay know when they are decayed by the loſs of ſm-11,colour or 


both. 
8. Thoſe that grows upon dry Grounds, does uſually keep longer then 


thoſe that grow upon moiſt, and thoſe that are very full of Juice, will not 
continue their Virtueſo Jong as thoſe that are drier, becaule more lubject 


to Putrifation and Corruption. 
9. Thoſe that you do thoroughly dry will keep better then thole that

6. To one Ounce of this Powder you may add three Ounces of clarified 
Honey, and make up what quantity of Electuary you pleafe, according 
to the occaſion and uſe you have for it. 

7.Your Honey mult be clarilied by the Fire, by ſcumming off the ſcum 
from it that ſhall ariſe. oy 

8. Vix the Powders and this Honey very well together in a Mortar, 
before you put them up for your uſe. 

9. The uſual Doſe of Cordial Eleuary is from one Ounce to two 
Ounces,di\ſolved in a pint or a quart of ſtrong warm Ale or Beer, and 
g'ven 11m inthe Morning or Evening faſting, and to faſt two or three 
houres after 1t. 


CHAP, II. Of Pills or Balls. 

1. The Invention of theſe Pills or Balls at firſt were for the Purging of 
the Head, as I have told you in ſome of my Phyſical Ob/ervations. And 
as ſuch Inhrmities as lie neareſt the Paſſages were beſt removed by De- 
coctions, becauſe rhey pals to the grieved part ſooneſt, ſo in thelnficmi- 
ties ofthe Head or other parts of the Body more remote from theStomach 
and Bowels, are beſt removed by Pills or Balls,which are longeſt inDige- 
{won, and therefore the bettcr able to call the off-nding Humor to them. 

2. The Way of Making them 1s very tamiliar, for with the help of a 
Peſtle and Mortar, and a little of your care, you may mak© any Powder 
into Balls, you have Directions ar large for the making of them atter the 
beſt Receipt for the Glanders. 

3. The Manner of Giving them are two-fold, vzz. either upon the end 
of a Stick, with his Tongue hfſt drawn forth on one ſide of his Mout', or 
in a Horn-{ull of ſtrong Beer.

Exhalc, for elſe they will cauſe them to Mother, which will corrupt the . 
Waters. Then cover them clole, and keep them ſor your uſe, 
* 4. Stopping them with Cork is the common Way though not the beſt, 
becauſe that Way will make them grow Multy, and not much b<trer is ; 
Paper, if it be ſuffered to touch the Water ; Bur the beſt and mot ap-. 
proved Way to keep them is to Top them with a Bladcer,being firlt wer 
in Water, and bound over the Glaſs.

and Ordered incvery thing as before; but.if you think, them nor yet 
ſtrong enough, you may repeat:the Herbs over again the third or fourth 
time, for the fuller of Juice the Ointment is, the ſtronger will ir be; The 
laſt rim? you boyl it, boyl the Herbs and all wich it, and when they be. 
criſp and the Juice conſumed, (v;hich you may know by .the leaving of 
its bubling while ic is onthe Fire) cis enough,then ſtrain it out very hard 
In a Preſs, and to every pound of Ointmenc add two Ounces of the belt 
common Turp:ntine you can et, and asmuch Bees Wax, which will 
take away the offenſiveneſs of che Greaſe, which is very prejudicial to 
Wounds as well as Oyl.

But ſceing theſe 
are ſodifiicult ro make, and when made, fo rarely uſed in Farring,l ſhall 
adviſe you to let them alone, and buy them rather of che Druggiſt, when 
-you have occaſion to uſe chem, then put your lelf to the ne:dleſs trouble

ſolve hardneſs, eaſe the Spleen, diſperſe Swellings, and digeſt Humors. 
2, When youare to make them, you are to take thoſe Roots and Herbs 
as are moſt proper and ſuitable to the Diſeaſe and Member afflicted, chop- 
ping them firſt ſmall, then put them into clear running Water, and boy 
them toa Gelly, then add to thema little Meal of Lupins, (or for want 
of that Barley-Meal,) with a little Sallet Oyl, or rough ſweet Suer, which 
I account better ; Then ſpread it upon a Linnen Cloth, and apply it to 
the gricved part, boynd faſt with a Tape or Pack thread that ir fall 
not of.

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CHAP, VIII. Of Oy7c. 

1. Sallct Oyl is made from the Expreſtion of Olaves, which is fo tem-

3. Simple Oyls are fuc') as are made by Expreſſion of Fru ts or 3ecds, as 
Linſced Oyl, Rape-{ced Oyl, and Oyls of [WeCT OT bittcr Almonds.

5. Th: Manner of making up thoſe Herbs or Flowers you intend to make 
your Oyl of, muſt be firſt bruiſed, and then put into an Earthen pot, and 
to two or three handfuls of them fo bruifed put a pint of Saller Oyl, and 
then cover up your Pot cloſe with a paper (to keep it from Filch) then ſer 
it inthe Sun for about a Fortnight ; then warm it on the Fire, and pres 
out the Oyl from the Herbs very hard, and add ſo many more Herbs to 
the Oy, and uſe them in every thing as before; The oftncr you repcat 
your Herbs, the ſtronger will your Oyl be. When you think it is {tkrong 
enough for your vſe, boyl the laſt Herbs (you put in it) and Oyl together, 
till the Juice be conſumed, (which you may know by the Icaving of its 
bubling) and the Herbs grown Criſper. Strain it while it is hot,and pur 
into ſome convenient Earthen or Glals-Vellel, and let it up till you have 
occaſion to uſe it. 


'CH AP. IX. Of Syrups by Infuſion, by DecoRion ard by Juices, 

1. ASyrupis a Medicine ofa Liquid Form, Compoſed of Infuſion, De- 
eoction and Juice. 

2. Thoſe Syrnps that are uſually made by Infuſion, arc made of ſuch 
Flowcrs as loſe their Colour and Strength in Boyling; As Violets, Ro- 
ſcs, Peach Flowers. They are thus made, viz. To evcry pound of Flows= 
ers well pickt, add thrce Pintsof Spring Water made boyling hot on the 
Fire; Put them in an Earthen Veſle], and put the Water to them, then 
cover it cloſe, andlet it ſtand by the Fire to infuſe about twelve or thir- 
teen houres, then ſtrainit out (in ſuch Syrups as Purge, as Peach-Flow- 
<rs, Dainask Roſes, &c. the uſual and beſt way is to repeat to their In- 
fuſion freſh Flowers divers times, which after you have ſtrained'it ont in- 
to ſome convenient Velle], add to every pint of it two pounds of Loaf 
Sugar, then melt it over a gentle Fire again, taking off the Scum that 
ſhall ariſe, and your Syrup is made. 

+ 2. Thoſe Syrups that aremade by DecoCtion are made of Compounds, 
yet any Simple Herb may be made alſo into a Syrup; Take the Root, 
Herb or Flower you intend to make into a Syrup, and bruiſe it a little in 
a Mortar ; Then take it forth, and put to every Handful of Roots, Herbs 
or Flowers, 2 fant of Running Water, and boyl it cill halfthe Warer be

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con(u.ned , Alter you have to done, ſtrain it through a Woollen Cloth, 
letting it Run outat leiſure without preſſing ; And to every pint of this 
Deco-tion add one pound of Sugar ; then boyl it again *over the Fire till 
It come to a Syrup, which you may know when it is well done, if you 
takea little of it now and then ina Spoon, andlet it cool. Be ſure you 
rake off the Filth that doth ariſe while it is a boyling; And when you 
think it is enongh, ſtrain it hot through a Woo!len Cloth, and preſs ir 
out and keep it for your uſe. 

2. Syrups that are made by Juices, uſually are made of ſuch Herbs as 
are molt tul} of Juice, and are beſt made this Way, viz. Takethe Herbs 
and bcat them in a Mortar with a Wooden Peſtle, then preſs forth 
the Juice, and Clarihic it as you were taught before in Juices, then ſet it 
over the Fireagain, an let it boyl till a quarter of it be conſumzd, and 
to a Pintof it ad a pound of Sugar, and boylit upto a Syrup, keeping 
it {cumming all the while; When you think it is well bo:led, ſtrainir 
throngh a Woollen Cloth, as you did the other, and keep it for your uſe. 

4. lf you make Syrups of Roots that are hard, as Graſs-Roots, Parſley, 
Fennel, cc. Bruiſe them very well firſt, then lay them a'tecpin that 
Water you intend to boy! them in, which will cauſe the Vertue of them 
to come forth ſo much the better. 

5. Your Syrups that are well made will keep ſomewhat above a year, 
but ſuch as are made by Infuſion will not keep ſo long. 

6. The bz{t Way tokeep them when made, is in Glals or Stone-pots, 


andto bind a Paper about the Mouth of them.

4. Decoctions are of the beſt uſe for the Cure of ſuch Diſeaſes as lie 
Lurking in the Paſſages of the Body, Stomach, Bowels, Kidneys,Pallages 
of Uriue and the Bladder, &c.which are more powerful in Operation,in 
palſing quicker to the aforeſaid Diſcaſes then any orher ſort of Medi-

3. If you give him Hay firſt, before you give him his Maſh, *cwill ſo 

bind his Phyſick upon his Stomach, that it will ſpoil the Operation and 
working quality thereof, to the no little prejudice of his Health, 
4. Thebeſttimein my ovinion is to give it him about-four or fivein 
the Afternoon, for then”tis poſſible you may ſee the Working of it the 
next Morning, which if you give it him in the Morning(which is the uſual 
time of giving a Horſe Phyſick) it may workin the Night, and ſo pres 
vent you of ſecing the Operation thereof. 

5. According to the ſtrength of your Horſes Body,and the quantity or 
quality of the Phyſick you give him will be the Operation of ir, ſor in 
tome Horſcs it will work in twelve houres, in others not in tweaty four, 
and again in others not in fourty eight. 

6. Let him have no Water, till after his Phyſick hath done working, 
and then ler it be a little Aired before you give it bim, with a Handful 
or two of Wheat-hran put amongſt it. 

7. If you fear your Horſe is troubled with Bots or Wormes, and that 
you find him to begin to dung looſe after his Purging, then put a To- 
baccho-pipe at the ſame time ready lighted into his Fundament (breaking 
off ſome part of it before you put it in, leſt it prove toqg long) and the 
Wind from within his Body will draw it out, as orderly as if it were 
taken at your Mouth, ſorhat the Smoke being thus received into his 
Body will ſo ſuffocate and choak them, that it will make them to let go 
their hold, which being looſe will be the more eaſily thrown out by the 
Parge in jus Excrements, |
